And the World Moves On 


IMES have changed for the farmer, Years ago 

the farmers’ worries were inany, but they 
were limited to the weather--the rainfall, frost, 
hail, eic. In those days, however, the farmer was 
assured of getting a profitable price for nis pro- 
duce, ‘Today things are different. -On top of the 
gamble with the weatherman, in which gambie 
ihe weatherman is playing with leaded dice in his 
favor, the farmer. is kept in a perpetual wender- 
ment about the grain prices. The prices will be 
up in the Spring, when he has little or no wheat 
to sell, and down in the fall when ibe sale of his 
grain is his one bulwark against poverty for the 
coming winter, 

One old-timer of this-district states that gntil 
the time that Canadian farmers’ products were 


sold. on the world market, times, financially, were , 


good. ‘That one dectaration covers a lot of terr- 
tury, and is one which demands constant study. 
Still it seems unfair to the farmers that the price 
should be shot-up when he has no produc: to sell, 
and down when his product is marketable. _ Eco- 
nomics state that this is brought about through 
supply and demand, but in the world market new 
wheat is being sold in a constant stream the 
twelve months of the year. 

It seems that the time is long past due when 
the Dominion Government should step in and 
come to the relief of the farmers of Canada, and 
recognize the fact that prosperity for the farmer 


and for Canada is a straight cause and effect equa- ~ 


tion. Governments can’t combat drought and the 
weather, but they can fight for the farmer to sce 
that he gets a fair price for his produce. No 
man can indefinitely continue to market a product 
ut a loss, just as his Government cannot indefinite- 
ly continue to keep a large percentage of Cana- 
dian farmers on relief. Action to a greater degree 
than the pegging of the wheat price is needed— 
and needed urgently. It will only be when the 
Canadian farmer gets a profitable price annually 
for his produets that the relief roles will shrink- - 
until this steady income is coming to the Canadian 
primary producers, direct relief will continue to 
be a drag on the governments of Canada, 


Nothing to Crow Over 


HE pact signed by Great Britain and Italy 
T recently is seen as one of the first steps 
towards putting Italo-Anglican relations on a 
more friendly basis. Whether this amicable rela- 
tionship will last, is yet to be seen. Nothing in 
the clauses of the agreement contains any real 
intimacy of secrets between the two countries, 
The words written therein seein to be but a for- 
inal and grandicose yesture of “you-scratch-my- 
hack-and-I’ll-scratch-vours,” 

Britain is to take the recognition of Italy's 
Ethiopian conquest up with the League of Na- 
tions, and endeavor to secure for Il Duce recogni- 
lion of Htaly’s new dominion. Mesintenance of 
Mediterranean power is agreed upon, Reaffirma- 
tion of the Suez canal.convention which guaran- 
tees freedom of passage for all vessels in peace- 
time and in war is given, and Italy pledges to 
make no attempt to divert the waters of Lake 
Tana from the normal flow of the River Nile. 

Surely there are no grounds for the security 
of either nation in any of these clauses. No men- 
tion is made of the withdrawal of Italian troops 
in Spain “until the conclusion of the war.” Small 
assurance, indeed, for the down-trodden govern- 
mental troops of Spain! All ltaly's pledges ap- 
pear to&be only u promise to make no effort to 
arouse the Britsh Lion from its lethargy iu time of 
of peace, 


It seems extremely doubtful if Premier 
Chamberlain has accomplished any great feat 
through the signing of this agrecment. It leaves 
European affairs practically in the same boat, 
with Mussolini in formal charge of Ethiopia, Ger- 
many in Austria, and the Spanish situation un- 
changed. Italy gives only superfluous guarantecs 
which she could break, pact or no pact, only at 


the risk of war.

It is “Clean 
Up” time, so most merchants feel they have some- 
thing they should tempt us to buy. Every paint 
manufacturer is holding a sale of his products, 
and apparently feels that each householder must 
be informed of the opportunities they may miss. 
If you want paint, you are going to buy it, and 
these flyers will not influence you. Anyway, many 
of these advertisements are not even opened-- 
many are straightaway consigned to the great 
waste paper basket! For confirmation of this 
fact, watch the mail being called for in the post 
office any day, and see what happens to a lot of 
it!, These pamphlets and flyers take a lot of 
paper, and a lot of paper means a waste of some 
of our precious trees. 

Talking of waste, how does our railway 
situation strike you? The millions poured into 
the coffers of the C.N.R. to provide dividends 
éach year is staggering. Yet there are most con- 
clusive arguments put forward by certain sup- 
porters of both railways for their continuation 
in their present form. Lately, we have been toll 
by an eminent official that, if one of these rail- 
way systems ceased to function, there,.would be a 
huge mass of nian-power poured into the‘ unem- 
ployed ranks and the taxpayer would have to 
foot the hill anyway. It rather looks like af 
endeavor to “pass the buck” and land the respon- 
sibility on labour’s shoulders. It is, though, the 
first time I have known the raiiway magnates to 
be perturbed over the fate cf the taxpayer—1 
thought their chief concern was to see that the 
dividends were paid. Look at all the paper the 
railway barons have used to sway the populace 
for or against amalgamation. Hooks have been 
prepared on the soul-stirring romance of those 
pioneers who opened up the West by means of 
railways, Sir Edward Beatty has spoken on the 
subject in a9ll corners of the Dominion. His 
speeches (and athers) have been printed and 
benevolently donated to everyone in the Dominion. 
You could almast start a decent sized library if 
you saved all these leaflets and books. And to 
what end? What a waste of paper, what a waste 
of breath, and what a waste of energy! ‘The man 
on the street is wakiag up, and he isn’t going to 
be fooled much longer by this sort of camou- 
flaged benevolence. If a business doesn’t pay it 
is shut down, that is plain common sense, It is 
about time a tittle conimon sense was used in 
settling ‘this railway business. Why should the 
C.P.R. build an immense hotel on the shores of 
one of the most beautiful spots on God’s earth 
—Lake Louise—and keep it functioning for the 
‘rich to the exclusion of the poor fools who have 
to. foot the bills, if and when necessary. Vide 
that little sunn of sixty millions Mr. Bennett hand- 
ed over a few years back. Please don’t misunder- 
stand me—the general public are allowed to walk 
along the foreshore of Lake Louise--certainly, but 
by the courtesy and forebearance of the C.P.R., 
whose huge edifice dominates and guards the 
shore from end to end. 

What about this luxurious automobile just de- 
jivered to Mr. Aberhart? Is it waste, or is it not 
waste? We can all have our opinions. When I 
think of the awful howl that went up when the 
ULF. Goverament «hanged their worn-out cars 
for some new cars in the low-priced field, I mar- 
vel to think that une man can, need such a “dream 
ear,’ as the Edmonton Journal describes it. Fel- 
low farmers, how can you hick at giving up seven 
per cent of your livelihood to Mr. Aberhart? This 
car must be paid for ! 

Let us pass to another kind of waste—wasted 
opportunity. At present the radio plays a 
very great role in the education of the people, so 
why in the name of all that is wonderful should 
not radio announcers be compelled to pass a strict 
examination in enunciation and pronunciation?
